Lime ami legumes are recognized 
as the tools to pull up the fertility oi 
Missisippi County soils, says 1’ 
H 
Teal, t'ounty 
Agent. 
Keeping 
oui 
soils fertile is more than a one-horse 
job ami one can’t expect much from 
ijnie alone, nor from legumes alone. 
On about 
90 pei cent of the upland 
s«»ils of Missouri and on about 60 pei 
rent of the -oils in Mississippi Coun­ 
ty, lime and legum es must be bitch 
ed together if the legumes are to do 
nun h good toward adding nitrogen to 
the soil for its improvement. 
The importance of lime for legume- 
has recently been emphasized by the 
effect lime has in assisting inocula­ 
tion. 
Legume bacteria cannot estab­ 
lish themselves on sour soils and the 
plant -uft- *s foi want oi the ait ni­ 
trogen the plant should give it. Lime 
is especially important in helping in 
oeulation on su ch crops as sweet clov­ 
er and alfalfa 
These crops, as 
well 
a- the bacteria given them as inocu­ 
lation. ato sensitive to the lime short 
ag< in the soil, and the stand often 
falls because of this shoitage. 
Even soybeans will be moi** effec­ 
tively inoculated on 
sweet 
soil and 
liming goes veil with inoculation lot 
th»s crop. On soil 
that 
had 
grown I 
soybeans for three years in success 
ion, and on which inoculation seemed 
to be established, the number of root 
nodules per plant was trebled when 
the soil wa- limed. 
As the-e plants 
were 
more 
thoroughly 
inoculated, 
they were also higher in nitrogen con 
tent, making a feed higher in protein. 
Thus liming and soil inocuation 
go 
well together as a team for bringing 
about production of 
more 
legumes 
with 
higher 
feed 
value 
and with 
greater soil improving possibilities.

In the roistering days of 
the 
old 


Wild W est, the fellow who was quick­

the best chance for long life. 
Conse­ 


quently, it was not surprising

men spent hours practicing the a rt of 


beating the other fellow to the draw 


Their lives m ight some day depend on 


it. 
Today, far less effort invested in 


preventive m easures would save the 


lives of thousands of fowls that now 


are sacrificed annually. 
For one thing, too little attention 
is often paid to weeding out the unfit. 
( hicks th a t are obviously deform ed 
or hopeless weaklings should be kill­ 
ed at once. 
Weaklings contract dis­ 
eases that healthy, 
well 
developed 
chicks would throw off easily, thus 
m aking easy the spread 
of 
trouble 
am ong the rest 
of 
the flock. 
It is 
most certainly false economy or none 
a t all to save some of the fowls one 
often sees in flocks otherwise fairly 
well cared for. 
A nother wav to beat trouble to the 
draw is to adopt every possible means 
for elim inating vermin of every de­ 
scription. 
Lice, mites, ticks and all 
other such pests sap the vitality of 
fowls to a point w here they easily 
become prey to all sorts of diseases 
C onstant vigilance is needed to guard 
fowls against these 
tiny 
enemies. 
They should be inspected periodically 
and dusted with a good lice powdet 
if there a re any p arasites 
on 
their 
bodies. 
Lice powder should be ad d ­ 
ed to the dust bath and let the hens 
use th is 
at 
will. 
Their 
q u arters 
should be thoroughly cleaned out 
at 
frequent intervals and every nook and 
cranny should be 
sprayed 
with 
a 
strong solution of dip and disinfect­ 
ant. 
W hitew ash is another 
preven­ 
tive that is not used nearly so much 
as it should be. 
It is well to apply it 
at least twice a y e a r and put it 
on 
hot. 
If tw o or three 
ounces of dip 
and d isinfectant is mixed in each g a l­ 
lon of w hitew ash it will lie very 
ef 
fective in killing mites and other in­ 
sects. 
It should be forcibly sprayed 
on if possible, as th a t will drive it in 
to every crack and crevice w here pai 
asites m ight find a hiding place. 
Tainted foods, too, can cause no end 
of trouble. 
Mouldy grains are p a r­ 
ticularly 
dangerous. 
Damaged

cheap inferior feeds 
of

kind 
should not be fed at all. 
( ’heap feed 
is d ea r at 
any 
price. 
Limberneck, 
bowel disorders and other 
troubles 
are caused by eating 
spoiled 
feed. 
Feed of the best quality only 
should 
be fed. 
In plain everyday cleanliness, how - 
veer, com es the g re a te st 
protection 
ag ain st the possible invasion of dis­ 
ease. 
House should be so co n stru ct­ 
ed th a t they can easily be kept clean 
and have either solid board or con 
crete floors that will 
permit 
easy 
( leaning 
and 
disinfecting, 
(’lean 
q u a rte rs cannot very well harbor dis­ 
ease germ s. 
Special care should be 
exercised in disposing of the d ro p ­ 
pings. 
Noxious gases arising from 
the droppings are very harm ful 
to 
the fowls. 
F urtherm ore, the 
d ro p ­ 
pings harbor disease germ s w ithout 
num ber, and intestinal w orm s besides 
D roppings should be 
removed 
f re ­ 
quently and used fo r fertilizer away 
from the flock.

Of 
the 1791 received here in 1928. nine­ 
ty-three were charged with violating 
the prohibition laws, but only 
two 
•ame from St. Louis and K ansas City 
-cities which evidently do not 
be­ 
lieve in convictions foi this offense.
